After being discovered hiding in Florida 
with an altered appearance, a San Mateo 
man has been convicted of first-degree 
murder in the shooting death of Sacramen- 
to State criminal justice graduate Melquie- 
sha “Mel” Warren outside of a San Francis- 
co club in 2013. 

Michael Sione Green, 26, was found 
guilty of murder, attempted murder, firing 
at a motor vehicle, assault, being a felon 
in possession of a firearm, carrying a con- 
cealed firearm, and carrying a loaded fire- 
arm with allegations for great bodily injury 
and the commission of a crime with a gun. 

Court records state that on Nov. 17, 
2013, Warren, accompanied by her wife, 
Tiffany Renee Warren, and their friend, 
Danisha Bean, went to Club OMG in San 
Francisco’s ‘Tenderloin neighborhood to 
celebrate her wife’s birthday. As Warren 
and Bean got into a vehicle to leave, they 
accidentally struck another vehicle. 

The driver then got out and began 


screaming at the women. Witnesses told 
police that. Warren got out of the vehicle 
and attempted to diffuse the situation. The 
driver, Michael Green, then shot Bean, who 
was still in the vehicle with her seatbelt on. 
Warren told Green “No, wait.” Green shot 
Warren in the face, killing her. She was 23. 

Bean was hospitalized for weeks, having 
been shot multiple times to her side, rib, 
back and legs. 

A bouncer at the club who was familiar 
with Green later identified him to police as 
the suspect, court records state. 

“This was a vicious attack on someone 
who was simply trying to deescalate the 
’ said Assistant District Attorney 
Heather Trevisan. “The callousness of this 
defendant was exhibited by the fact that he 
shot a defenseless woman in the face, and 
then proceeded to shoot another female vic- 
tim, who was in no way threatening him, at 
least nine times.” 

Green was discovered living under an 
assumed identity and with an altered ap- 
pearance in Miami in 2014. He was later

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Lead dust discovery prompts blood tests, building closure 
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Caution tape surrounds Santa Clara Hall as workers rush to remove lead

Students returning to the Sac- 
ramento State campus may be 
greeted by caution tape and loud, 


whirring vacuums as the school 
rushes to remove lead dust from 
Santa Clara Hall after high levels 
of the toxic metal were detected 
over the summer. 

High levels of lead were initially 
detected as campus employees pre- 
pared for the planned renovation 
of a machine shop in Santa Clara 


Hall, which houses the College 
of Engineering and Computer 
Science. The discovery triggered 
further testing, which revealed an 
elevated presence in student labs. 

Forty-six students and employ- 
ees had been tested for lead poi- 
soning as of Aug. 26. None of 
those tested had an elevated pres- 
ence of lead in their blood. 

“The likelihood of lead expo- 
sure in Santa Clara Hall remains 
very low. ... Out of an abundance 
of caution, however, and because 
the safety of the campus commu- 
nity remains paramount, all staff 
members and student employees 
who were known to have worked 
in the area over the course of the 
past few weeks also have been test- 
ed for lead,” the university said in 
a press release. 

According to the Center for 
Disease Control, lead exposure 
frequently goes unrecognized be- 
cause it “often occurs with no ob- 
vious symptoms.” In adults, those 
symptoms can include high blood 


pressure, abdominal pain, consti- 
pation, joint and muscle pain and 
headaches. 

Steve Leland, the director of 
environmental health and safety at 
Sac State, said the lead is suspected 
to have originated within the tech 
shop——an area that was once used 
to make lead hammers for use in 
classes. 

“They were actually heating up 
the lead, pouring it into a mold, 
and then they’d put the handle 
onto the hammer head. That 
would take place one or two days 
over the summer. And that was re- 
ally it ... The lead was just an accu- 
mulation over years,” Leland said. 

“A lot of buildings that were 
built before 1978 have asbestos 
and lead,” said Sac State spokes- 
person Elisa Smith. “We just went 
through some remediation in the 
library as well—that’s back open 
now.” 

Lower lead levels were also de- 
tected in areas of the building’s 
1300 wing that had been used for

welding activities. 

“We tested other areas in the 
adjacent spaces throughout Santa 
Clara Hall and they were all less 
than what’s called the ‘release cri- 
teria’—that’s 40 micrograms per 
square foot. Because this is a pub- 
lic building, we’re held to the same 
levels as housing. ... Where you 
maybe have children crawling on 
the floor. It’s a very, very low lev- 
el; it’s very conservative,” Leland 
said. 

As of Aug. 26, as thousands of 
students returned to campus for 
move-in day, cleanup had been 
completed in all but one area— 
putting the school’s abatement ef- 
forts one week ahead of schedule. 

“It’s just going to be an oppor- 
tunity for students to hear about 


what we did, why we did it and ask 


questions,” Leland said. 
Leland estimated that the clean- 


up would cost the school “in the 
neighborhood of $300,000.”

President Nelsen doubles 
down on CSUS grad rates

Sacramento president 
prove the school’s 4-year graduation rate 
during his fall address on Aug. 25. 

The school’s goal for it’s six-year gradu- 
ation rate increased from 53 to 60 percent. 
The school is currently achieving a 46 per- 
cent rate in this area. Likewise, the four-year 
graduation rate increased from 18 percent 
to 30 percent. The current actual rate is 8 
percent, which is among the lowest in the 
California State University system. 

“As a university, we fully intend to do 
better than any of these goals. Our students 
deserve it,” Nelsen said. 

To achieve these goals, Nelsen highlight- 
ed an incentive program he hopes will en- 
courage students to graduate on-time. 

“We will provide incentives for those who 
sion the pledge to take 15 credits, such as 
additional advising and discounted tuition 
for the winter intercession and summer 
school,” Nelsen said. 

Nelsen also used his speech to address 
upcoming construction projects on campus, 
including Science II: a 191 million dollar 
project that will add a five story building 
composed of 220 classrooms and 10 upper 


and lower division labs. It will be located 
near the Hornet Bookstore. 

The Union building is also scheduled to 
undergo a $53 million renovation that will 
add 42,000 square feet and various ameni- 
ties. Construction for the project is expected 
to be completed in August of 2017. 

Additionally, both Science II and the 
Student Union will have gender inclusive 
bathrooms, Nelsen said. 

Despite the school’s aggressive reno- 
vation plans, Nelsen said that additional 
maintenance will still be required, such as 
upgrading classrooms and labs. 

Nelsen said that the governor’s budget al- 
located $25 million dollars to all California 
State University schools for deferred main- 
tenance, and that the money will be used 
for campus safety at Sac State, including 
making the campus accessible to disabled 
students. 

“We have a consultant on campus now 
who is assessing those deficiencies, and he 
will be meeting with students next month,” 
Nelsen said. 

Elevators will be replaced in Capistra- 
no Hall, Del Norte Hall, the library and 
athletics. 

“By this time next year, we will have 
more than $290 million in construction on

Union renovations set to begin 
Planned $53 million project will add 42,000 square feet

A project that will expand the 
University Union by one-third will 
break ground next spring and pre- 
cede an expansion of The Well, ac- 
cording to an announcement made 
by the Sacramento State office of 
public affairs and advocacy last 
month. 

The Union expansion project, 
scheduled to be completed by Au- 
gust 2018, is intended to alleviate 
crowding in one of the university’s 
major foot traffic hubs. 

Carly Preston, a student on the 
University Union Advisory Group, 


said that she helped push for the 
expansion for that reason. 

“I actually used to work on the 
second floor and a whole bunch of 
people would be sitting on the floor 
or trying to use a computer,” Pres- 
ton said. “So many people wanted 
to use our facilities and we couldn’t 
accommodate all of them.” 

Bill Olmsted, the associate exec- 
utive director of Union Well, Inc., 
said that the project came out of 
meetings with various members of 
the university community. 

“Leslie Davis (the executive di- 
rector of Union Well Inc.) and I 
held approximately 30 meetings in 
the fall (of 2013) to discuss the pos- 
sibility of expansion with a variety 


of student groups,” Olmsted said. 
“Since then we have continued to 
seek feedback from students, staff 
and user groups, feedback which 
has ultimately served to shape our 
current project.” 

This is the fifth expansion for 
the Union, which originally opened 
in 1976. The $53 million price tag 
will be paid for using the funds col- 
lected at registration to operate the 
building. 

The expansion of the Union 
will allow more businesses and uni- 
versity groups to take up residence 
there. 

“The process of deciding what 
gets placed where has been taking 
place for the last few years,” Olm- 


sted said. “This is where we work 
with architects and user groups to 
determine what size things should 
be, where they should go, and their 
general adjacencies to each other.” 
Peak Adventures, an athletic 
recreation program run by the As- 
sociated Students, will be moving 
to the Union after the expansion. 

_ “Prior to The Well being built in 
2010, Peak Adventures programs 
did previously live at the Univer- 
sity Union. It’s sort of going back 
to our original home, so to speak,” 
said Kael Young, the director of 
Peak Adventures. “I’m looking for- 
ward to the transition back to the 
Union where we can be back in a 
more visible place for the students.” 


Young also said that the move 
will increase space in The Well, 
which is the next building slated to 
be expanded. 

“The other thing driving that 
return was the need to expand the 
weight room in The Well,” she 
said. “There’s high demand there 
and where we’re located is where 
they could easily expand.” 

Dean Sorensen, the director 
of the University Union, said that 
students pushed for The Well to be 
expanded after. they experienced 
congestion in that location as well. 

“The expansion of ‘The Well will 
include more space for the health 
side of it and for more locker and 
fitness spaces,” Sorensen said.

extradited to San Francisco. 
“The jury sent a clear message with their 
finding of guilt on all counts,” said District 
Attorney George Gascon. “This is a dan- 
gerous individual who will spend the rest of 
his days behind bars. This act of violence 
was completely senseless.”

Warren’s friend Jazmyn Bedford cele- 


brated the verdict, writing on Facebook 


that “justice has been served for our be- 
loved Mac Mel.” 

According to a press release from the 
District Attorney’s office, “The finding of 
guilt on all 10 felony counts means Green 
faces a sentence of at least 82 years to life 
in prison.” 

Green is scheduled to be sentenced on

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our campus,” Nelsen said. 

Despite having an additional $11 million 
for this year’s budget, a considerable portion 
of which came from student growth, the 
school is still short $1.46 million short of its 
projected expenditures. 

Nelsen said that the Sac State faculty 
needs to reflect the body of its students. 5.5 
percent of the student population are listed 
as African American, whereas 4.8 percent of 
the faculty fall in that demographic category. 

Additionally, 20.7 percent of the student 
population are listed as either Asian or Pacif- 
ic Islander, while the faculty is 11.3 percent. 

“Of course, it is unrealistic to think that 
we can overnight fix the disparities that have 
developed over decades,” Nelsen said. 

At the end of the speech, Nelsen said that 
he is worried about the effects that the pres- 
idential election is having on the culture on 
campus. 

Nelsen said that he had never seen an 


election as negative as this year’s presiden- 
tial elections. 

Attendee Mia Kagianas, business admin- 
istration director of Associated Students, 
Inc., expressed an optimistic view of the 
election cycle. 

“T know the election year is controversial, 
there’s a lot of disagreements and issues,” 
Kagianas said. “If we can engage in mean- 
ingful conversations, we don’t have to see 
eye-to-eye, but if we can be able to meet 
in the middle, and be civil and still have a 
friendship afterward.” 

Former Sacramento State student Rob- 
ert Jenkins, who also attended Nelsen’s ad- 
dress, was pleased that the president made 
diversity and inclusion a priority. 

“No community—including college 
community—can work in an vacuum,” said 
Jenkins. “At the end of the day, education is 
about preparing minds to go out contribute 
to society as a whole, not just in Sacramen- 
to, but in the world.”

“Cody Demps, Johnnie Rucker, 
Isiah Hennie and all the tight ends 
have been fantastic,” said Ketter- 
ingham. “They’ve been catching 
everything, making plays, getting 
upfield yards after the catch.. it’s 
going to be fun. I’m excited and 
ready for it.” 

The Hornets may have uncer- 
tainty at the wide receiver spots, 
but one area of little concern is 
in the back field as senior Jordan 
Robinson enters this year after 
earning back-to-back all-Big Sky 
honors at the running back posi- 
tion in 2014 and 2015. Sac State 


junior defensive end Ben Sorensen,

who goes up against Robinson ev- 
ery day during practice, described 
the 5-foot-11-inch tailback as “ex- 
plosive” and “a beast in the run 
game.” 

The Hornets will also be an- 
chored: by the aforementioned 
Sorensen, who led all defensive 
linemen on the team with 34 total 
tackles. There will also be some 
change on the defense, which al- 
lowed an average of 33.5 points 
and 453.5 yards per game last year, 
as the unit will have a new signal 
caller at the defensive coordinator 
position. 

“Defense is looking good. We 
have a new defensive coordinator 
with coach [Samuel] Lawanson 
and he’s awesome; getting every- 
one fired up and ready to play,” 
said Sorensen. “He brings a lot of 
intensity to the defense which ev-

eryone is feeding off of. That just 
adds to the competition as well.” 
Intensity and competition aren’t 
the only factors fueling the Hor- 
nets’ energy as the team has shown 
an increased eagerness to improve 
upon its disappointing 2-9 cam- 
paign last year which tied for the 
worst finish for the program since 
it went 2-9 in the 2005 season. 
Last year, the Hornets also tied 
for last place with Idaho State with 
a 1-7 conference record, which led 
Big Sky media preseason polls to 
rank Sac State as last out of the 13 
teams in the conference and 11th 
in the coaching preseason polls. 
“Everyone this year is super 
fired up because I feel like this year 
we have nothing to lose...during 
the spring we had a player-led sem- 
inar where we all met together as a 


group and we all set a whole bunch 
of goals for the team and we had a 
bunch of personal goals too,” said 
Sorensen. “We have those printed 
out and we have those in our lock- 
er so we see them every single day 
and we’re all working to achieve 
those goals.”

The Hornets (2-2) boasts nine 

upperclassmen in its starting line- 
up — including one sophomore 
and one freshman — which makes 
for a group that 10th-year coach 
"Randy Dedini believes is built to 
handle the adversity of two dou- 
ble-overtime losses to San Jose 
State and Hawaii earlier in the 
season. 

“The girls have put out a fab- 
ulous effort in every single game. 
To come up short in two of those 
games against good teams in dou- 


-kle overtime is tough to swallow 


because you feel we can easily be 
undefeated right now, but we’ve 
come up short,” Dedini said. “I 
think for this group it’s making 
us mentally tougher right. now 
and ... that’s one thing about this 
group is they'll fight to the end so 
we re going to continue to get bet- 
ter from these loses. We’re playing 
good soccer so there’s no doubt 
the wins.are going to come.” 

‘This upbeat attitude has reso- 
nated with the players, such as se- 
nior forward Adaurie Dayak, who 
has witnessed the Hornets’ steady 
improvement dating back to her 
first season in 2013. 

“We have. a lot of veterans on 
this team. We're clicking a lot 
more and we understand each 


- other’s movements on-and-off the 


ball,” Dayak said. “We just play 
a lot better the whole team, 
since we’re all veterans through- 
out the lineup, we'll have a lot of 


[cohesion].” 

This solidarity was tested less 
than three minutes into the first 
game of the season against Cal 
State Bakersfield (Aug. 19) as the 
Hornets lost senior goalkeeper 
Molly McConnell to injury, which 
propelled sophomore Destiny 
Butcher into the starting role. 

Butcher accumulated five saves 
to help Sac State win its season 
opener 2-0 and then proceeded 
to tie the record for most saves 
in one game in program history 
against Hawaii, in which Butch- 
er stopped 14 shots from entering 
the goal post. 

“For me it’s.a huge accomplish- 
ment coming back from last year 
where I broke a finger in the Idaho 
State game and it was really a'set- 
back for me, but coming into [this 
season| being Student-Athlete of 
the Week and getting 14 saves 


was huge ... and I couldn’t do it 


without my team because they’re 
incredible,” Butcher said. “I also 
think it helps to have 13 seniors 
and seven juniors .... the maturity 
on the field is incredible with how 
we talk and move the ball together 
and it really helps when you have 
an older team especially with all 
the seniors we have.” 

Butcher and her Sac State 
téammates have since added an- 
other shutout victory to the team’s 
record after defeating BYU-Ha- 
wali on Aug. 27 by the score of 
1-0 in its third consecutive over- 
time performance. 

Dedini, who led the Hornets 
to the NCAA Tournament for the 
first time in school history in 2007 
and has twice been named Big 
Sky Coach of the Year, views the 
veterans on the team as the rea- 
son for his optimism despite a 2-2 
overall record.

championships with were very 
similar in that we had a lot of tal- 
ent and we had great leadership.

Taiwan experience

While many Sacramento State 
students took time during the 
summer to unwind from the nine- 
month grind of classes and exams, 
it was business as usual for the 
men’s basketball team. 

This summer, however, busi- 
ness took them overseas to Tai- 
wan, where the team participated 
in the 38th annual William Jones 
Cup against national and profes- 
sional teams from across Asia. ‘The 
Hornets were the only collegiate 
team - and the only team from 
America - to participate in the 
tournament, which went from July 
22 to July 31. 

Despite the difference in expe- 
rience, Sac State went 3-5 during 
the tournament, with the only 
major loss coming against a Phil- 
ippines team that featured four 
former NBA players. Head coach 
Brian Katz, who is entering his 
ninth season with the team, had 
nothing but positive things to say 
about the overseas trip in Taipei, 
Taiwan. 

“Number one, getting to a 
country where they don’t speak 
the language, and getting to learn 


another culture where they have 
tremendous work ethic and humil- 
ity in Taiwan, we were impressed 
with their graciousness in every- 
thing,” Katz said. “It was a great 
learning experience.” 

However, the trip did have its 
share of drama. As the team ar- 
rived at the San Francisco Airport 
on July 21, they discovered that 
their flight was cancelled, and 
ended up leaving the following 
morning. After a 12-hour flight, 
Sac State only had nine and a half 
hours to rest and prepare for their 
opening game of the tournament, 
which was moved from midnight 
PST to 6 a.m. PST on July 23. 

Despite having to acclimate to 
a 15-hour time change, Sac State 
won the opening game against 
India 62-60. ‘The following game 
against Korea (July 24) didn’t go so 
well, as they lost 63-48. 

Between July 23 and July 28, 
Sac State played six consecutive 
games in six days, which doesn’t 
happen at all in the collegiate 
game. During the streak, the team 
went 2-4, with wins over the afore- 
mentioned India and Chinese ‘Jai- 
pei B. 

Junior forward Justin Strings 
talked about how the difference in 
competition helped him as an in- 
dividual, as well as his teammates. 


“Tt was nice to have the chal- 
lenge of performing against high- 
er level competition,” Strings said. 
“We’re playing against people who 
played professionally or national- 
ly, so it obviously helps to gauge 
where we’re at performance wise.” 

After getting a well-deserved 
day of rest on July 29, Sac State 
lost to the Chinese ‘Taipei A team 
before finishing off the tourna- 
ment in winning fashion, dominat- 
ing the Japan national team 71-51 
on July 31. However, the trip was 
about more than just basketball as 
the team took time to take in the 
sights and learn more about the 
culture of Taiwan. One person 
that was able to help the team ac- 
climate was Jeff Wu, a sophomore 
suard from ‘Taiwan.
